DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 22-25, 27, 31-36 and 38-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by JP 1 1-50096, cited in the International Search Report. The Japanese patent 
discloses a bleaching detergent composition comprising (a) peroxy compounds, (b) amylases, (c) 
non-ionic surfactants, (d) inorganic compounds, (e) N-containing ligands and (f) transition 
metals for the use in automatic diswashers. The Japanese patent particularly discloses 
manganese as the transition metal and N-containing compounds such as compound (20) on page 
9. 

4. Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Cook et al, Joumal of Chemical Society, Dalton Transactions: Inorganic Chemistry (1976), Vol. 
14, pp. 1369-1375. Cook et al. discloses an Iron and manganese compound of tris[2(5-bromo- 
2hydroxybenzyUdene)ethyl] amine. SeeTable 2 (page 1372) and Experimental Section (page 
1370).
